Charges in Pennhurst 'branding' dismissed

Charges against a suspended 
employe of Pennhurst Center, 
Spring City, were dismissed at a 
preliminary hearing Monday 
because of a lack of evidence to 
link her with the “key branding" 
of two Pennhurst residents Sept. 
5 or 6. 
Pamela Johnson, 20, 301 E. 
Vine S t, Stowe, hugged her 
mother outside the courtroom of 


District Justice Robert Mull, 
Bucktown, after he made the 
ruling and dismissed the case. 
Miss Johnson was charged 
with simple assault and con­ 
spiracy by state police at Em­ 
breeville. Police accused the 
mental retardation 
aide of 
striking two patients, Joseph 
Paci and Michael Caputo, on the 
backs with a ring of keys. 
Following the presentation by 
A ssistant 
Chester 
County 


District Attorney Dolores M, 
T roiani, 
defense 
attorney 
Richard Linderman requested 
the case be dismissed because 
the commonwealth “failed to 
present a shred of evidence 
linking Miss Johnson with the 
crime.” 
Following some banter bet­ 
ween the two attorneys, Mull 
honored Linderman’s request, 
and declared the commonwealth 
failed 
to present sufficient 


evidence to hold the woman for 
trial. 
The prosecutor's main wit­ 
nesses were Troopers George P. 
March and William J. Sloss, 
both 
from, the Embreeville 
barracks. 
March testified he spoke with 
Miss Johnson several times 
during the course of his in­ 
vestigation. 
“She told me she had done a 
lot of thinking about the in­ 


cident," he said. “She said she 
thought she might have done H, 
but then thought about it some 
more and decided that she didn't 
dolt.” 
While March was recounting 
his recollection of their con­ 
versation, Miss Johnson was 
visibly agitated, her expression 
showing what appeared to be 
outrage and anger. 
March said she told him that 
Often the residents must be 


disciplined when they get upset. 
“She said some of the ‘kids’ 
had to be slapped or hit to make 
them calm down,” he said. “ In 
fact, she said she was frustrated 
when an official was around and 
she 
couldn't properly 
ad­ 
minister the discipline." 
The prosecutor relied heavily 
on March's recollection of his 
co n v ersatio n s 
with 
Miss 
Johnson for her case.

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No refief in sight 
Record cold 
snaps pipes

Bitter cold 
weather ham­ 
mered 
the Pottstown 
area 
Monday, smashing records as 
well as oil and water lines and 
leaving hundreds without heat. 
W hile 
ice 
jam m ed 
the 
Schuylkill River, plumbers were 
besieged with complaints of 
frozen pipes. 
Motorists were stranded in 
droves, school classes were 
delayed and oil heaters suc­ 
cumbed to the sub-zero tem­ 
peratures. 
“ It is so cold," said a Swann 
Oil Co. manager, David Piper, 
“ that the oil is jelling. You can 
dip your hand in it and pull it up - 
• looks like JeUo." 
A secretary for David W. 
Martin Inc., plumbers, said she 
was “so tired of answering the 
phone, I don't know what to do.” 
Water lines were frozen shut. 
Many burst. A 16-inch main 
beneath Firestone Drive, an 
emergency line, was reported to 
be cracked. 
At the state capítol, Lt. Gov. 
Ernest Kline declared a state of 
emergency after pipes froze in 
the 
building's 
50-year-old 
heating system and flooded the 


basem ent 
and two floors. 
Damage to the building was 
$30,000. 
No relief is in sight. 
The National Weather Service 
said that “extreme cold” will 
continue through Wednesday. 
And winds blowing from 10 to 20 
miles an hour will add to the 
arctic mood, pushing the effect 
of the record temperatures as 
much as 30 degrees lower. 
The official low in Pottstown 
was minus one, which broke the 
record of eight degrees set in 
1957. 
A 
minus 12 reading, 
however, was reported at Liss 
Dam 
in Lower Pottsgrove, 
traditionally one of the coldest 
spots In the area. 
The thaw will not come before 
the end of the week. Then there 
is a chance of flooding. If the 
cold 
snap breaks suddenly, 
backwater flooding in 
the 
western part of the state will be 
an almost certain threat. 
The major rivers across the 
state are clogged with growing 
ice chunks that have stalled 
shipping and cut off supplies of 
coal and road salt.

Sludge isn't harmful, 
DER tells Limerick

Representatives of the Penn- 
syvania 
Department of En­ 
vironmental Resources (DER) 
assured 
Limerick 
Township 
supervisors Monday the sludge 
being dumped on township lands 
is unharmful. 
Basing their conclusions on 
periodic tests of sludge from the 
Pottstown Sewage Treatment 
Plant, the representatives said 
the waste could be helpful to 
agricultural lands which were 
deficient in certain metals. 
Although DER has not in­ 
spected ail locations in which 
the sludge has been dumped, the 
representatives said the testing 
of 14 locations showed the sites 
were in compliance with the 
guidelines of the department. 


The 
representatives, 
who 
were from the regional office in 
Norristown, admitted, however, 
that many of the guidelines of 
the Pennsylvania Solid Waste 
Management Act were not being 
followed. 
The act calls for permits to be 
issued 
for every 
disposal 
locations in the commonwealth. 
Wayne Lynn, a director of solid 
waste division of DER said no 
permits have ever been issued. 
Sup er vi sor 
W illiam 
J. 
Keohane questioned the policing 
of the guidelines and Lynn said 
it was not the responsibility of 
the department. “We only have 
three

tgomery, Bucks, Delaware and 
Chester Counties," Lynn an­ 
swered.

Willis Ritter seven hours before 
the execution. 
Gilmore died bound to a chair 
by nylon ropes with a hood over 
his head. Before his death at 
8:07 a.m. MST he spoke to two 
lawyers and an uncle who 
witnessed the execution. 
The last-minute efforts of 
death penalty opponents in­ 
cluded a bid to the Supreme 
Court, to reverse the ruling of the 
10th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals overturning 
R itter's 
decision. But the high court 
declined to enter the case, en­ 
ding the legal efforts. 
After the Supreme Court 
decided not to interfere In the 
case, Gilmore was loaded into a 
van, driven to a cinderblock 
building and strapped into the 
chair. 
Blood still dripped from the 
chair and unpalnted plywood 
execution stage as prison of­ 
ficials led 150 newsmen in.

capital punishment op­ 
ponent called Utah "barbaric." 
A supporter of the execution 
said delaying tactics had been 
“torturo" for Gilmore. 
“Utah has gross and barbaric 
justice," said a tearful Shirley 
Pedler, state American Civil 
Liberties Union director whose 
organization sought the last- 
minute stays. 
“ We did everything possible. 
No failure can be attributed to 
the ACLU," she said.

place in about 30 seconds, it was 
that fast," he said. 
The second class post office is 
located among the small shops 


that line both sides of St. Peters’ 
main street. 
The village shops are closed 
Mondays, 
however. 
"There 
weren’t many people around," 
Reynolds said. “I sometimes 
have a clerk in my office but 1 
was alone this morning,

What, if the 
car he was chasing was struck by a bullet, 
went out. of control and. claimed several 
lives? 
—Law officers carry weapons to protect 
their lives and the lives of the people they’re 
serving. I'f the original reports of this in­ 
cident are true Constable Negley wasn't 
protecting, but rather endangering lives, 
according to those who witnessed the in­ 
cident, 
Limerick police have a responsibility to 
pursue this investigation and see that ft*s not 
swept under the carpet. From the reports 
presented so far, Constable Negley acted in 
an irresponsible manner, and while at­ 
tem pting to carry out the law, actually was 
in violation of it, 
A hearing is needed. The constable must 
be allowed to' present, his side of the story. 
Maybe he feels he was justified, in what he 
did. Perhaps there are facts, which haven't 
'been presented. 
But. there's no denying the situation, could 
have had tragic overtones. And if the con­ 
stable did have some other alternative, then 
some disciplinary action is demanded.

He said the convict felt he had 
received a gift because '""he 
knew when he was going to die 
and he felt he was indeed for­ 
tunate.’" 
Stanger added, "In the wee 
hours of the morning, he ex­ 
pressed thanks and some 
sorrow. He was a good man. He 
expressed love for children.” 
Gilmore was executed for the 
murder of Bennie Bushnell, 28, a 
Provo, Utah, motel clerk. He 
had also admitted killing Max 
David Jensen, 24, an Orem 
service station attendant. Both 
were shot during robberies. 
Each left a young widow and 
child. 
He was never tried in the 
death of Jensen. 
The death announcement was 
met with silence by about 60 
death penalty opponents 
demonstrating outside the 
prison, fence. They had been 
jubilant at the stay, but turned 
morbid as they watched 
Gilmore carried in a light tan 
van across the prison complex to 
die.In another demonstration in 
Washington, eight persons were 
arrested for refusing to leave 
the Supreme Court, building 
after the court refused to hear 
the Gilmore case. 
The shots that killed him could 
not 'be heard either in the 
briefing room, where newsmen 
waited or "among the demon­ 
strators, . 
The lawyers, DAmico and 
Lawrence Schiller, a promoter 
who bought rights to the in­ 
mate's life story, spoke about 
the execution. 
Warden Samuel Smith read, a 


legal order while Gilmore 
looked at him without quivering. 
Schiller said. He added "'Gary 
looked up for an extended period 
of time and said, 'Let’s do it.”’. 
Those apparently were the 
inmate’s last words. 
His last meal was a breakfast 
of eggs, ham,burger, potatoes 
and coffee.

Schiller said! a Catholic priest, 
the Rev. Thomas Mearsman, 
a dim, Ini, stored some rites, 
although Gilmore professed, no 
religion. His lawyer said he at 
times expressed belief in 
reincarnation, the idea that he 
would live again as someone 
else.Formal announcement of 
Gilm ore’s death came to 
newsmen packed into a room in 
the prison administration 
building. 
‘‘The order of the 4th District 
Court has been carried out, 
Gary Mark Gilmore is dead,” 
the prison spokesman said. 
Gilmore drew worldwide 
attention with his pleas for death 
and two suicide attempts by 
drug overdose. 
The first attempt was in a pact, 
with his girlfriend, Nicole 
Barrett, 20, who had been in­ 
vited by Gilmore to see him 
killed. Officials at the state 
mental hospital, where she was 
committed shortly after the 
joint suicide attempt of Nov. 16.

on a complaint basis.” 
Lynn told the supervisors the 
40 locations in Limerick, Upper 
P o ttsg ro v e, and U pper 
Providence Township would be 
evaluated for depth of soil, 
likelihood of sludge runoff and 
tec hnica 1 soundness. 
“Ideally, they (the sludge 
sites) would be reviewed prior to 
selection, but with, the lack of 
manpower it hasn't been done,” 
said Paul Yaniga, a land 
geologist, 
Lynn said there were five 
locations in Upper Providence, 
five in. Upper Pottsgrove and the 
remainder in Limerick in. which 
Henry Reifsnyder has 'been 
dumping sludge from Pott- 
stown, Royersford, Oaks, and 
North Coventry Township. 
He added that "midnight” 
drivers often dumped both 
human and industrial waste onto 
the lands, but that such methods 
would be difficult to regulate. 
A soil scien tist, John 
Zwalinski, told! the supervisors 
that small amounts of cadmium 
- ..005 pounds * were found in 
several, samplings of the sludge, 
but added the amount, would not 
be harmful to the soil. The safe 
level is more than 12 pounds of 
cadmium per acre over a 20 
year period, he said. 
However, Dr. Robert H.

Carter to face battle 
on health care costs 


PHILADELPHIA (A P) — A 
retiring White House aide said 
Monday

staggering and abnormal rise in 
health care costs will be a major

“ The medical profession is 
very powerful and has been able 
to get what it wants,” Lilley 
said. “ It is the conclusion of the 
Ford Administration that the 
country will not tolerate such 
skyrocketing increases in health 
care as we have experienced in 
the past decade."1 
The new report was prepared 
by

Martin 
Feldstein, 
a 
Harvard economist whom Lilley 
said is now advising Carter on 
health care costs “ and will have 
plenty to say in the future about 
how to make medicine more 
responsive to the desires of the 
people. 
“ The abnormal and persistent 
inflation in hospital costs, now 
running at more than double- 
digit levels for the past three 
years, is attributable to the 
basic structure of the hospital 
industry and not to some one-

Panel listens to proposed pact

The contract proposed by 
the North Coventry Town­ 
ship police was revealed 
Monday at a hearing before 
an arbitration panel that will 
establish 
a 
1977 contract 
between the police and the 
township. 
After 
the 
police 
and 
township failed to agree on a 
contract late last year, the 
.police asked that an ar­ 
bitration panel be appointed 
to settle the dispute. 
The policemen’s proposal, 
submitted to the panel by 
George Wood, a Norristown 
attorney 
representing the 
police, calls for a 22 per cent 
salary increase. 
The policemen also asked! 
for an increase in longevity 
pay. Currently, the officers 
receive a payment once a 
year from 1.5 per cent of 
their salary to 6.5 per cent, 
depending on their length of 
service, from, four years to 15 
years or more. 
Under the new contract, 
the policemen are asking for 
a longevity payment of 2 per 
cent of their salaries for four 
years to 10 per cent for 15 
years or more. 
The 
officers 
are 
also 
asking for an increase of five 
cents per hour for night shift 
differential. 
The policemen want the 
work schedule to 'be posted at 
least one week before it takes 
effect, and want at least four 
hours notice 'before a change 
in 
work 
schedule. 
The 
policemen are to be paid 
time and half if the schedule 
is changed, according to the 
proposed contract. 
The 
officers 
also are 
asking for a minimum of four 
hours pay each time they are 
called into work outside of 
their regular shifts. All such 
work will 'be at overtime pay. 
Currently, 
the officers 
receive double-time each 
time they 
must work 
a 
holiday. 
In 
addition, the 
officers receive a day off at 
some other time as com­ 
pensation. 
The new contract would 
call for triple-time if the 
officer has to work on a 
holiday. 'The officers are 
asking for 16 holidays a year 
under the new contract. The 
officers currently receive 12 
holidays. 
Time to be considered 
overtime includes the ex­ 
tension of the work schedule, 
cou r t -1 i m e , 
m a n d a t e d 
school-time and time spent 
on stand-by. 
The officers 
are 
also 
asking for improvements in 
v a cations, 
be n e f i t s 
a n d 


retirem ent, 
including 
a 
provision for1 the payment of 
all prescribed drugs. 
Provisions for seniority, 
.grievance procedures and 
e«ual 
opportunity

ployment are also included in 
the contract proposal. 
The 
officers are

asking for a cost-of-living 
salary increase based on the 
consumer price index from. 
July to December, 1977. 
Lawrence Sager, attorney 
for the township, claimed 
many of the proposals in the 
contract could not be ar­ 
bitrated because they were 
mangerial prerogative, or 
were prohibited by various 
sta te 
law s 
and 
co u rt 
decisions. 
Sager 
asked 
the 
ar­ 
bitration panel to exclude 
from 
consideration 
the 
proposals 
on 
scheduling, 
re ti r em e nt , 
g r i e v a n c e 
procedures, seniority, and 
the type' of gun the officers 
wish to carry. 
John Paul Simpkins, 
a 
Philadelphia attorney who is 
chairman of the arbitration 
panel, agreed to consider the 
matter and. make a ruling at 
a later time. 
The 
police 
officers" 
schedule 
was the 
major 
subject of controversy. 
L a s t 
w e e k , 
To w n s h i p 
Police Chief Charles Wit 
told 
the 
North 
Coventry 
S u p e r v i s o r s 
t h a t 
t h e 
s c h e d u l e , 
which 
was 
suggested by the officers and 
adopted by the supervisors 
six months ago, caused short 
tempers, 
excess overtime 
and increased sick leave. 
The schedule allows the 
men to work five shifts in 
four days and gives the men 
an extra day off per week. On 
one day, the officers must 
work two eight-hour shifts 
with an eight-hour break in. 
between. 
The schedule, Wilt said, 
W 3 S designed by the "Officers 
to get “as much playtime as 
possible.’* 
But at the hearing Monday, 
Patrolman 
Frank 
Holden 
told the board that Chief Wilt 
had not expressed disap­ 
proval of the schedule until 
recently. 
“The current schedule was 
written 
by 
the 
officers 
because we were having 
morale problem.s with the 
previous schedule,’* Holden 
said. 
Before, he said, officers 
would show up for duty on 
numerous occasions only 
to be told to go home. Work 
was often assigned with little 
or no notice. 
“ When 
we 
took 
our 
schedule to Chief Wilt, he 


said he’d throw it in the 
wastebasket,” Holden said. 
'“He said we' could show it to 
the supervisors if we wanted, 
but they’d never approve it.” 
The supervisors did ap­ 
prove the schedule, however, 
Holden said, and time has 
shown it to be an excellent 
one. 
“The schedule has worked 
out for the benefit of the 
township. It has eliminated 
a great deal of overtime.” 
The officer also noted that 
the schedule, even with the 
extra shift on one working

Patrolman Holden said the 
s upe t v i sor s 
pe r m. a n t i l l y 
adopted the schedule after a

couple of days, unbeknown to

Wilt has

surrounding townships made 
last year,.” 
'Wood said .police in Pott- 
•town, Lower Providence,

Chester all earn more than 
North Coventry police, even 
with the proposed increase. 
Wood said-the police are 
also 
looking for 
“ con­ 
ventional language found in 
o th er 
contracts. 
“ For 
example, all contracts have 
a grievance procedure', but 
the current North Coventry 
contract doesn’t.” 
Wood 
also said 
that 
seniority 
and equal op­ 
portunity clauses also don’t 
exist in the current contract.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Last 
year’s corn crop, an important 
fuchor in 1977 consumer food 
priies, totaled a record of almost 
6.22 billion bushels and was 
about 153 mi Ilion bushels larger 
than was forecast last fall, the 
Agriculture 
Department 
said 
Monday. 
The 1976 corn harvest also w as 
7 per cent larger than the 1975 
production of nearly 5.8 billion 
bushels, the department’s Crop 
Reporting 
Board said 
in 
an 
annual review. 
As the leading U.S. livestock 
feed grain, corn is vital to the 
production of beef, pork, poultry 
and dairy products. Along with 
wheat and other commodities, it 
also is a ma jor export item . 
Soybean production last year 
was 1.26 billion bushels, down 18 
percent from 1.55billion bushels 
produced 
in 
1975. 
Soybeans 
provide vegetable oil and high- 
protein meal for livestock feed 
and also are in demand over­ 
seas. 
The soybean crop declined 
b eca u se 
farm ers 
reduced 
plantings sharply last spring as 
they turned more heavily to corn 
and cotton. Also, yields per acre 
dropped 
because 
of 
poor 
growing 
conditions 
in 
some 
major areas. 
Last November, as the corn 
crop 
was 
being 
harvested, 
USD A forecast 1976 production 
at more than 6.06 billion bushels. 
The new estimate means that 
there will be slightly more corn 
for livestock and export this 
year than had been thought 
earlier. 
A 
department 
spokesman 
said, however, that the revision 
was 
not 
expected 
to 
alter 
USDA’S 1977 food price outlook 
calling for a 3 to 4 per cent in­ 
crease. Last year food prices 
rose an average of 3 per cent, 
compared with 8.5 per cent in 
1975 and jumps of 14.5 per cent in 
each of the two previous years. 
Officials said the 1976 corn 
crop yielded an average of 87.4 
bushels an acre, compared with 
86.2 bushels in 1975. The soybean 
harvest averaged 25.6 bushels 


last year against 28.8 an acre in 
the 1975 harvest.

measured 122 per cent of a 1967 
base used as a standard, mat­ 
ching the record set in 1975. Last 
November it was forecast at 118 
per cent. 
No new estimates of 1976

output at a record of nearly 2.15

Of all the grains, wheat is in 
the most abundance. By next 
June 
1, when the new 
1977 
harvest will be ready, the sur­ 
plus wheat stockpile may ex­ 
ceed 1 billion bushels for the 
first time since the early 1960s 
Estimates for cotton and rice 
also 
were 
unchanged 
from 
earlier reports. The 1976 cotton 
crop was an estimated 
10.6 
million bales, up 27 per cent 
from 8.3 million in 1975. Rice 
production, 
at

hundredweight, was down from 
the 1975 record of almost 128 
million but reserve supplies are 
the largest on record. 
F arm ers

million acres of principal crops 
last year, up from 325.6 million 
in 1975, the report said.

except for winter wheat, but 
some experts say that another 
round of record grain harvests is 
unlikely.

planning the Munich Olympics 
massacre. 
“France, its people and its 
laws don’t have lessons to take 
from anyone and 1 wish that 
those who want to be its friends 
would abstain from giving it 
lessons,” Giscard d’Estaing told 
a news conference. 
He attacked what he called a 
“campaign 
of 
insults 
which 
tried 
to 
strike 
at 
France’s 
dignity and honor.” 
The United States and Israel 
were among the nations that 
criticized the apparently hasty 
release of Abu Daoud. Jewish 
groups in several countries have 
protested the decision. 
In 
Jerusalem 
on 
Monday, 


hundreds of high school students 
protested outside the French 
consul’s residence. They took up 
a collection of Israeli cents, each 
worth about one-ninth of a U S 
cent, saying they would “send 
the money to France to pay for 
Arab oil.” 
Both Israel and West Ger­ 
many asked, after Abu Daoud’s 
arrest in Paris, that he be held 
for 
extradition. 
Daoud 
has 
denied 
allegations 
that 
he 
organized the 1972 Munich at­ 
tack, in which 11 Israel athletes 
died. 


Giscard d'Estaing expressed 
his sympathy for the families of 
the Israeli athletes killed in 
Munich. But he said the Israeli 
demand for Abu Daoud’s ex­ 
tradition 
was 
unacceptable 
because the crime took place in 
a third country.

Herb Braxton, 
22, of Camden, N.J. “People 
started to yell, ‘Dammit, watch 
out,’ but the ship kept coming.” 
“The bump didn’t do much 
damage but the ship just kept on 
coming into us and that’s what 
turned us over,'” Braxton said. 
A nonswimmer, he was one of 
those trapped under the launch 
when it rolled over. Scores of 
others who were dumped into

dark, 
50-degree 
waters 
swam to safety. 
U.S. officials said the launch 
collided with the 380-ton Urela, a 
Spanish coastal freighter. There 
were no reports of injuries on 
the bigger ship. 
“ It was a nightmare but there 
was not any real panic except 
for a couple of guys,” said 
survivor Richard Felzien, a first 
class petty officer from Norfolk, 
Va., who was being treated for 
shock in a Barcelona hospital.

Carter’s right hand will 
rest on the Bible used in Ms 
mother’s family for 150 years 
when he swears on Thursday to

prescribed in the Constitution, 
the platform on which he stands 
is constructed especially for the 
occasion, as it has been since the 
time of James Monroe., 
Television viewers of the 
ceremony, beginning at 11:38 
a.m..

Study shows form labor 
stabilized in recent years 


WASHINGTON (A P) - New 
government studies show that 
the hired labor force on the 
nation’s farms has tended to 
stabilize in recent years and 
that, on the average, workers 
are getting paid much better 
than they were in the 1960s. 
For example, surveys last fall 
showed that the pay for all hired 
farm workers — adjusted so that 
all 
methods of wages were 
considered — averaged 82.80 an 
hour, up from '82.43 in 1975 and 
82.25 in 1974. In 1963, the average 
was about 81.05 an hour. 
One of the main reasons for 
the wage increase has been the 
higher federal minim urns which 
apply to farm workers. That was 
82 an hour in 1976 and was 
boosted to 82.20 on Jan. I. 
However, the taw exempts all 
but the largest farm employers 
from 
paying 
the 
minimum 
wage. It does, however, cover 
much of the migratory force 
which harvests vegetables, fruit 
and other seasonal crops. 
The Agriculture Department’s 
Economic Research Service, in 
an annual review of farm labor, 
has 
made 
a 
more 
detailed 
examination of workers and 
wages, including comparisons of 
yearly earnings irrespective of 
hourly payment rates. 
In. 1975, the report said, about 
2.6 million persons 14 years of 
age or older did some work for 
wages on farms, fairly in line 
with a yearly average of about 
2.7 milll'oni during the five years, 
1971-75. 
During World War II, other 
demands 
helped 
reduce 
the 
number of hired workers on 
farm s to' about 2.8 million by 
1946. 
But 
then 
as 
all-out 
production developed, there was 
a steady growth to a peak of 
more than 4.3 million by 1950. 
Since then, the general: trend 
has been toward fewer hired 
farm workers as mechanical 
improvements took hold and 
many people migrated to city 
jobs. 
The 
leveling-off 
of 
hired 
workers in recent years has 
coincided with another surge in 
all-out farm production brought 
about, primarily by huge export 
requirements since 1972. 
In 
their analysis, 
officials 
used 
several 
categories 
to 
describe 
how 
much 
time 


workers actually spent on their 
farm jobs. 
Casual workers were those 
who did less than 25 days of farm 
work during the year; seasonal, 
25 to 149 days; regular, 150 and 
249 days; and year-round, 250 
days or more. 
On this basis, a'bout 45 per cent, 
of the 1975 farm labor force of 2.6 
million were casual, 33 per cent 
were seasonal, 9 per cent were 
regulars; 
and 
1.3 
per' cent, 
worked, yea r-round, 
For all categories, workers 
averaged cash wages in 1975 of 
81,488. or 817.50 a day for 85 days 
on farm jobs in the entire year. 
In 1974, averages were 81.477 or 
816.60 a day for 87 days. 
The 
year-round 
w orkers, 
including those who work full 
time on. dairy and other types of 
livestock farms, averaged 85.973 
for 311 days at 818.90 a day. In 
1974 those made 85.274 for 307 
days at 817.15 a day. 
Officials emphasized that the 
figures 
involved 
only 
cash 
wages paid to hired workers and 
that no fringe benefits 
in­ 
cluding free housing and hoard 
in some cases — were included. 
Other 
observations 
in 
the 
analysis for 1975 included: 
—About 60 per cent of all farm 
workers were under 25 years of 
age; 32 per cent were 14 to 1,7. 
The median age was 23 years, 
meaning 
that one-half 
were 
older and one-half younger. 
—Some 77 per cent 
were 
male; 41 per rent, of all workers 
lived in the South. 
The report said whites ac­ 
counted for 72 per cent of ail 
hired farm workers in 1975 and 
that 
"1.1. per cent 
were of 
Spanish origin, and 17 per cent 
were black and other.” 
Analysts found that gross 1975 
farm 
earnings 
were 
highest 
among Spanish-origin workers, 
an average of 82.154 in the year. 
They said that "blacks and 
others" earned an average of 
81,524 in 1975, and that white 
farm¡ workers grossed 81,379 
each. 
The report said that in 1975 
m igrant 
workers 
numbered 
some 188,060, about seven per 
cent of the total farm labor 
force.

Riley said anticipated sales 
gains reflect growth expected in 
overall demand, as well as the 


month industry strike. 
“ In term s of dollar volume, 
statistically 
significant 
gains 
may 
be expected this year 
because of the continuing in­ 
crease in market penetration by 
radial 
passenger 
tires,” 
he 
stated. 
“ In 
1977 
we

million units, compared with 
81.3 million in 1976. 
“ This 20.4 percent year-to- 
year gain in radial passenger 
tire sales should have a positive 
effect on the industry’s 1977 
dollar volume, net income and 


profit m argins.” 
Looking at the international 
market, Riley said “the overall 
picture for 1977 should be con­ 
siderably brighter than in 1976,” 
He sees some pick-up in Europe 
and 
C a n a d a , 
where 
the 
economic recovery has been 
lagging behind that of the United 
States, and relatively strong 
demand in other areas of the 
world. 
“ In 1977 we expect the in­ 
dustry to move forward steadily 
but not dramatically, with the 
second half of the year being 
better than the first,” Riley 
said, “ In the long run we think 
that progress of this kind will do 
more to insure the future good 


health of the industry than 
advancement 
that 
might 
be 
m ore 
spectacular 
but 
also 
possibly more erratic.” 


D iscussing 
Firestone 
in 
particular, he said “ we expect to 
strengthen our industry position 
in tires in 1977 in line with the 
expected growth of the market. 
In addition, we are anticipating 
continued 
grow th 
in 
our 
diversified, raw materials and 
chem ical 
operations 
which, 
taken 
as 
a 
whole, 
were 
reasonably strong in 1976 and 
will be stronger in 1977.” 
The company reported a drop 
in earnings for the fiscal year 
ended Oct. 31, although sales 


were up slightly compared with 
1975. 


Largely because of the af­ 
tereffects of the 131 -day rubber 
strike, fourth quarter earnings 
plunged steeply on a small sales 
decline.

At Job Service office 
Increased employment in area expected in 2nd quarter 


The year 1976 in the Pottstown 
area began rather slowly with 
one major employer phasing out 
completely and many of the 
smaller employers facing the 
future with uncertainty. As the 
year progressed, a prolonged 
strike in the rubber industry 
affected the largest manufac­ 
turing plant in the local office 
area. 
The 
striking 
workers 
ab­ 
sorbed many of the summer 
positions normally acquired by 
the local office making it dif­ 
ficult for students, graduates 
and1 youth to find employment. 
Toward year-end another major 
steel fabrication plant discon­ 
tinued its operations with still 
more area residents being af­ 
fected. 
Despite the adversities, the 
local office of the Bureau of 
Employment 
Security, 
more 
recently called the “Job Service 
Office”, had a rather busy year. 
According to Manager Peter 
Machukas, the

Office,

Charlotte St., referred in excess 
of 3,200' persons to job openings 
in

and 
Philadelphia

areas and was successful in 
having 1,225 of these persons 
secure gainful employment.

selective and competition for job 
openings 
became very 
keen 
because of the increase of ap­ 
plicants seeking employment, 
Total overall placement activity 
by the local office was up 
slightly from the previous year. 
Some of the increased em­ 
ployment activity by the local 
can be attributed to the for­ 
mation of an Employer Ad­ 
visory Council in the area. 
This council is com posed of 
local employer’ representatives 
who meet regularly to discuss 
problems common to all parties 
and seek possible solutions. The 
council has developed a closer 
relationship and understanding 
between both parties. 


A direct result of the council 
was a seminar late in the year to 
discuss and explain the Penn­ 
sy lv a ni a 
U n e m p l o y m e n t 
Compensation 
Laws 
and 
Regulations. Approximately 100 
e m ployers’ 
r e p r e se n t a tive s 
attended the seminar. Future 
seminars are being planned, on 
various topics. 
The promotion of Jobs for 
Youth was initiated in the spring 
and was endorsed by the Mayor 
of Pottstown and the Greater 
Area 
Pottstown Chamber of 
Commerce. 
L etters 
were 
prepared and sent to the various 


establishments to encourage the 
hiring of youth. 
, 
The securing of summer job 
openings was not too successful, 
but the overall figures for the 
entire year indicate more than 
400 of those placed In jobs were 
considered youth. This was an 
increase of about 12 per cent 
over 1975. 
Classes were again offered by 
the local vocational schools to 
those meeting the criteria. In­ 
structions 
in 
automobile 
mechanics, business machines, 
and health aide were offered. 
These classes were funded by 
federal 
monies 
under 
the 
Comprehensive 
Employment 
Training 
Act 
program 
ad­ 
ministered by the Montgomery 
County Manpower Commission. 
Also included was welding in­ 
struction by Aireo Engineering. 
Still a top priority of all Job 
Service offices is the placement 
of veterans. With the sagging 
economy in the area, veteran 
registrations increased rapidly. 
The 
placement 
of 
veterans 
comprised about 20 per cent of 
total placement activity. 
This was achieved partly due 
to 
employers 
listing 
job 
openings with the local office in 
compliance 
with

Order 11701 which requires all

job orders with state offices with 
preference for veterans and also 
the C.E.T.A. 
orders which

In an effort to improve the 
local office as the central source 
of manpower in the local area, a 
Job Information Service board 
was installed. 
Upon receiving job orders 
from 
em ployers, 
small 
in­ 
formational 
cards

pleted identifying job openings 
and 
requirements. 
This 
In­ 
formation 
is 
posted 
in 
the 
waiting area and is easily ac­ 
cessible to those seeking em­ 
ployment 
opportunities. 
This 
method has expedited referral 
of eager job seekers to em­ 
ployment interviews. 
Counseling activity for those 
facing obstacles in obtaining 
e m p loy m en t 
1 n c r e a s ed 
significantly during the past 
year. Through the counseling 
technique, the applicant and the 
counselor are able to agree on a 
plan to aid the applicant in the 
search 
for 
employment 
or 
training opportunities. 
The local office continued and 
enlarged its public 
relations 
program to inform employers of 
the service available through 
i t f Job Service office. 


Unemployment 
claims 
ac­ 
tivity showed a decrease in 1976 
in comparison to 1975 as there 
were 457 average initial claims 
filed weekly in 1975 compared to 
an average 338 initial claims 
filed weekly in 1976. 
During a statewide managers’ 
meeting in Gettysburg in May, 
the Pottstown Job Service Office 
received 
an 
award 
of

cellence for Outstanding Per­ 
formance in Service to Ap­

As we enter 1977, it is expected 
that the first quarter will be 
following a seasonal downtrend 
in employment, with hopes of

quarter, as outdoor activity will 
open job opportunities for those 
unemployed during the winter 
months, coupled with a possible 
general upswing in the national; 
economy. 
A 
c o n t i n ued 
work Ing 
relationship will be maintained 
with the Bureau of Vocational 
Rehabilitation to assist han­ 
dicapped applicants and with 
the Work Incentive Program, 
c o- admi ni s t er ed 
by

In 
addition, we hoped to meet the 
more sophisticated and growing 
needs of customers by bringing 
into greater play than ever the 
considerable resources of the 
Bell 
Telephone 
Laboratories 
and Western Electric Company. 


In 
th e 
past 
y ea r, 
our 
M' a. r k et i n g 
De part m e n t 
i n - 
treduced several new products 
developed by the Bell Labs and 
provided by Western, as well as 
products purchased from out­ 
side manufacturers and sup­ 
pliers. 
Foremost 
among these 
were Dimension PBX (a private 
branch exchange), the Tran­

and 
Touch-a-matic 
phones and a new series of 
Design Line telephones. 


We are convinced that by 
m a i n t a i n i n g

marketing effort, we can better 
serve our customers, contribute 
to revenue requirements and— 
at the sam e time—help keep 
basic rates low. 
At this point, however, I would 
be remiss if I didn't point out 
that our earnings are on the 
down side, primarily because of 
the continued impact of ab­ 
normally high inflation.

Foremost 
among these, of course, is the 
state of the economy. 
Although the economy was 
disappointing in the last few 
months of 1976, we see some 
encouraging 
prospects 
for 
renewed 
growth. 
Further in­ 
creases 
in 
residential 
con­ 
struction 
and 
capital 
goods 
spending could help expand the 
economy to a more favorable 
level. 


Inflation, however, will still 
pose a serious problem. While 
we expect the rate of increase to 
stabilize at about six per cent, it 
should be remembered that this 
is at least double the historical 
rate. 
In line with the anticipated 
growth of 
the economy, 
we 
expect 
to gain an estimated 
224,000 telephones during 1977, 
pushing the total in service in 
our Pennsylvania territory over 
the 7,500,000 mark. To achieve 
this, we will have to install 
nearly 
six new telephones 
to 
gain one, adding significantly to 
the day-to-day costs of operating 
our business. 
To keep pace with demands, 
we will have to spend a record 
$500 million on new construction 
in 1977. About $350 million of this 
amount, will be generated1 
in­ 
ternally. 
Another 
significant 


sum— $150 million—must come 
from investors. 
Our payroll in 1976 reached a 
record high of $520 million, even 
though our work force has been 
decreasing slightly each year 
since 1973. With new contracts 
being bargained out with all our 
unions in 1977, it is only realistic 
to assume our payroll will go 
even higher. 
Still another factor to consider 
as we look ahead is the so-called 
“ competition" introduced in the 
telephone industry by recent 
policy decisions of the Federal 
Com m u n ic a t ion s Com m isslon. 
Unless reversed or arrested, 
we believe these decisions will 
u ltim a te ly 
u n d erm in e 
the 
traditional 
pricing 
patterns 
which 
have 
made 
service 
universally available. And by 
draining off our revenues in 
certain areas, such competition 


threatens to force rates for basic 
service up and dilute respon­ 
sibility for building, operating 
and 
maintaining the nation’s 
telecommunications network. 
Leg i si a t. ion 
in t rod uced 
last, 
year in both the Senate and 
House 
of 
R ep resen tatives 
sought to reaffirm the basic 
concepts of the Communications 
Act of 1934 This legislation—to 
be addressed by the Congress in 
1.977—is supported by the entire 
telephone 
industry, 
unions 
representing 
telephone 
com­ 
pany employees, and several 
state regulatory agencies. 
Finally, the outcome of our 
application for a $139 million 
i n c r e a s e 
in 
I n t r a s t a t e 
revenues—filed with the FUC 
late last year and 
now 
the 
subject of public hearings—will 
have a significant bearing on 
how well we do in 1977. We will 


argue—justifiably in our view— 
that we will need the increase to 
m aintain our financial security 
and do the job we're franchised 
to do. 
And while no one can be ex­ 
pected to applaud higher prices. 
I'm proud to point out that Bell 
of Pennsylvania has only had 
three general rate increases in 
the last 20 years. 
In 
that 
same 
period, 
our 
overall rates have gone up only 
31 per cent, while the consumer 
price index has risen 112 per 
cent. 
Clearly, 1977 promises to be a 
busy year. But we have a superb 
technology and a strong body of 
skilled 
and 
dedicated 
em ­ 
ployees. This combination, I’m 
convinced, will enable us to 
m eet 
su ccessfu lly 
all 
the 
challenges we shall face in the 
next 12 months.

Money, the old expression 
goes, is the root of all evil. 
Financial problems continue 
to plague the' whole educational 
spectrum, 
from the 
public 
school 
level 
to 
colleges, 
universities, and private 
in­ 
dependent schools 
The problems are met in 
many 
ways 
and 
James V. 
M of f alt, a ssor i a tc ho a dm a ster 
at The Hill School, a prestigious 
a 11-boy’s school, has become a 
leader in the field of meeting the 
money crunch problem. 
Unlike 
many 
schools 
and 
institutions where the 
head­ 
master or president is faced, 
with the lonely 
problem of 
raising money and running the 
school, M off alt and Headmaster 
Charles C. Watson have adopted 
a “ two-headed approach” to the 
task. 
While Watson joins Moffatt in 
many aspects of the financial 
program., basically he operates 
the 125 year-old school,, while the 
asso ciate 
headm aster 
is 
'“ Director 
of 
Development." 
That means Moffatt carries the 
ball on fund raising for en­ 
dow m ent, 
for 
scholarships, 
teachers* salaries and building 
projects., through alumni, annual 
giving 
and 
capital 
giving 
campaigns. 
It’s no easy task. Moffatt, a 
one-time commanding officer on 
a. gasoline tanker in the Pacific 
in World War U, spends vir­ 
tually “ all m ylife" on the road 
or on the telephone. 
The Hill’s approach to fund 
raising, to make up the ever- 
spiraling costs of operating a 
private school that is n not aided 
or supported by public funds, 
has become a model for all other 
schools. Moffatt and Watson 
have outlined their procedures, 
their 
successes 
and 
their 
failures., before other schools at 
a recent national conference of 
independent, schools. 
Currently. The Hill School has 
a 
well-planned 
fund-raising 
program, started in. 1871 with a. 
five-year goal of $6' million, by 
the end of this year, as the 
school marks its 125th founding 
anniversary. It has a goal of 
almost 120' million in. a ten-year 
'period... 
Much of this money will go to 
teachers’ salaries and increased, 
scholarships to students. The 
school’s financial aid to students 
has meant, Moffat says, “the 
benefits of a type of secondary 
school, 'ed.uca.tion that otherwise 
would, be1 out of their reach,.’* 
Aid comes in many forms.

Every year the mail brings a 
letter from a postman, father of 
a large family In a distant, city. 
Each, year it's the same, The 
letter contains a 110 gift to the 
school's scholarship fund. It 
comes from the parents of a 
student who attended under a 
scholarship but who drowned! 

Other 
gifts come from alumni, friends 
of the school, corporations and 
foundations;

Watson 
joined 
Moffatt

pointing out this was the picture 
everywhere. When the school 
was founded in 1851, it had a 
faculty of two men and. a student 
'body of seven boys. Today it has 
a faculty of 81 teachers with a 
student body of 4.50 boys. The 
H ill has resisted going co-ed and 
today 
is 
one 
of 
the 
few 
remaining all-boys’ independent 
schools left in. the nation. 
An indication of costs was 
graphically outlined by school 
Treasurer. Earl Lambert, who 
reviewed budgets annually since 
he .joined The Hill School in 1962. 
"In, 1'962-83, the budget was 
11,385,141, while the income was 
$1,156, 392," Lambert explained.

1970-71.,, the costs were

H ill meet, this challenge and 
solve its problems? 'While it

friends represent the bulk of the 
monies which enable the school

Gifts totaling 
one' million dollars are required 
annually. 
“ The need for a, game plan is 
paramount,,** Moffatt. a quite 
and reserved personality, ex­ 
plains. 
“ A 
person to-per son 
approach is the most effective. 
We started! this type' program, 
and! 
now 
many 
others 
are 
following. We need to know the 
best 
man 
to 
reach

prospect... People give to .people.. 
Amazingly enough, we rarely, if 
ever, ask for money. We point 
out the need and invariably we 
are asked what’s needed. There 
are several important facets. 
There is the ‘joy of giving’ 
whether it be' through the ’old 
school tie'* approach or in the 
feeling 
of

obligation." 
Several former students who 
were 
dismissed 
under

school’s regulations, look back 
on their mistakes, Moffatt ex­ 
plained, “ and now they have 
become' some of the school's 
biggest contributors.'"*

“ But that’s 'peanuts compared 
to the $46 and $56' million dollar 
campaigns now in progress by 
some schools,1" he added. 
The Hill’s endowment fund, 
and gifts from alumni mean, 
Moffatt explains, that the school 
can, spend. $1,636 a year on each 
student above the full tuition of 
$4775, 
The school has a policy that all 
s t u d e n t s

something "’toward the cost of 
their education.

The school provides, through 


this program, almost a quarter 
million dollars in scholarship 
aid to 167 students or 28 percent 
of its current enrollment.

able to do. The major com­ 
mitment that he seems to have 
made is that there will be some 
control of government spnding. I 
don't believe that he can make 
any big reduction but there is 
some optimism that he may be 
able to control it at the present 
level. 
It must be obvious to any 
elected official that the mood of 
the people is against tax in­ 
creases. The people have in­ 
dicated that they don't want it. 
Any action that demonstrates an 
effort to control the cost of 
government adds to the con­ 
fidence and optimism of the 
public. 
Employment is up I recognize 
that all sort of different numbers 
are reported but there is really 
’«little doubt that many com­ 
panies are quietly calling people 
back to work. The actual work 
force has climbed by three or 
four percent. The automotive 


industry is better. Construction 
is moving, . . not as well as it 
should. . . but is shows signs of 
coming back. In our own cor­ 
poration most of our people are 
back to work. Our nation's work 
force is growing and it is the 
work force that generates the 
money, 
spends 
the personal 
income and creates the profits. 
And that is good. 
Many of the major companies 
in the country are becoming 
more 
optim istic 
and 
their 
ca p ita l 
program s 
are 
in­ 
creasing. 
It 
follows 
that 
if 
companies are spending money 
for plants and equipment that 
ultimately they must hire people 
to run that equipment. I think 
that the combination of capital 
expenditures

without government assistance. 
The subject of energy and oil 
has received such publicity that 


few people really understand all 
of 
the 
problem s 
involved. 
However, the latest price in­ 
crease from OPEC was less than 
expected and best of all, the 
OPEC group didn't agree. This 
is more than most of us hoped 
for. 
In 
another 
area 
of 
the 
economy, the interest rate on 
borrowed money is going down 
and the availability of money is 
increasing. A few years ago, we 
were concerned about money 
availability, intrest rates and 
inflation. A lot of people started 
saving money. . . and this 
reaction extended to companies 
as well, After a year and a half 
of people generally being more 
conservative. . , saving their 
money. . . the banks have more 
money than they can loan. They 
began to lower the interest rate. 
As interest rates went down, 
there was money available at

I think that lower rates 
and availability of capital will
